Hundreds of members of _ the 
academic staff at both the Hebrew 
Lniversity and the Weizmann Institute 
this week went on strike in protest 
against the failure to grant them salary 
increases, 

lhe nrst to strike were 427 Hebrew 
Universitv assistant professors, lecturers, 
assistant lecturers, and laboratory assis- 
lanis only the 44 full professors 
remained at then The strikers were 
later joined bv the 120 members of the 
Weizmann Institute's scientific staff 

The University staff are particularly 
critical of the Executive Councils refusal 
to consider an increase in their salaries. 
The Executive has expressed sympathy 
with their demands, but in view of the 
ygreement with the Government that the 
salares of university. staffs should be 
equivalent to those of civil servants of 
icademic standing, it has insisted. that 
no move be made until the new salary 
scale being prepared by a governmental! 
committee is completed. The committec 
is expected to report by Augusi | 

The strike has caused great concern 
among students at the University, .where 
examinations are due to begin early next 
month

DEPUTIES PRESIDENT 

Mr. Barnett Janner (whose election 
as President of the Board of Deputies 
‘'s reported elsewhere in this issue) Is 
the second holder of this leading com- 
munal office to be elected while stil! 
an M.-P. The other was Mr. Arthu: 
Cohen, O.C.. who was President from 
i880 to 1895. He was the M.P. for 
Southwark. There were two other 
Presidents of the Board and one Act- 
ine President who were Members of 
Parliament, but not while they were 
Presidents of the Board. There was 
Sir David Salomons, who was the first 
Jewish Lord Mayor of London, and 
who was President from October to 
November, 1838, and was M.P. for 
Greenwich: Sir Stuart M. Samuel, 
President from 1917 to 1922, and who 
was M.-P. for Whitechapel and St. 
George's, the same constituency that 
Mr. Janner represented from 1931 to 
1935 - and the second Lord Rothschild, 
who was Acting President from 
November, 1925, to January, 1926, and 
who was M.P. for Aylesbury. Besides 
Mr. Janner there are two other Depu- 
ties who are M.P.s: Ald. Leslie Lever 
and Lt.Col. Marcus Lipton.

For those who attended the 
Consultative Conference of Jewish 
Organisations there was no doubt 
that among the many Jewish leaders 
who assembled from both sides of 
the Atlantic 68-year-old Professor 
René Cassin, one of France's elder 
Statesmen, was outstanding for 
charm and personality. When he was 
delayed for the inaugural dinner of 
the Conference because of his engage- 
ments as Vice-President of the highest 
court of the French Republic, M. 
George Wormser. Vice-President of 
the Alhance Israélite Universelle.

Professor Cassin himself made the 
remarkable disclosure of how 
he assumed the Presidency of the 
Alliance--unique, I am sure, in the 
history of communal Jewish appoint- 
ments. For it was General de’“Gaulle. 
then head of the French National 
Committee in. London. of which 
Professor Cassin was a member. who 
suggested to him that he should 
become President of the Alliance. 
which was paralysed by the German 
occupation. “As a disciplined soldier,” 
related Professor Cassin, “| carried 
out the order.” 


ORIGIN OF OLD COMIC OPERA 


Research into the origins of an 
almost unknown gem of Eng! sh 
music has just been completed by Mr. 
Joseph Horovitz, the composer and 
conductor. It is the comic opera 
The Cooper,” by Dr... Arne (1710- 
1778). Ihe result is a completely 
new adaptation of the original libretto 
and music, which Mr. Horovitz has 
prepared for a forthcoming revival of 
this short opera, in London, to be 
given by the Intimate Opera Com- 
pany during the coming season. The 
work has not been heard for over 150 
years, and he tells me he has found 
some imeresting details about its 
origins. His own opera, “ The Dumb 
Wile,” which has had over SO per-

However lightly we take the surface 
manifestations of the Board's activities, we 
must at some stage assess them in the light 
of its tasks as a representative body of 
the Anglo-Jewish community. The exercise 
of functions of this kind calls for moral 
authority and diplomatic skill, since the 
Board exercises no powers of compulsion 
within the Jewish community, important 
sections of which are today aloof from tts 
work, and those outside the Jewish com- 
munity to whom it addresses its repre- 
sentations it can also only seek to persuade. 

A body which has so difficult a course 
to steer needs skilled and self-confident 
leadership, and its proceedings are the 
better for displaying a healthy tension 
between the emotions of the rank and file, 
who may be presumed to be responsive to 
public feeling, and the policies of the 
honorary officers, who ought to be 
expected to know more and see further 
than the rank and file. It is a sin lately 
committed in the name of democracy that 
the Board should have been deprived of 
this healthy pull of forces. It is all to the 
good that the personnel of its leaders 
should have responded to social changes 
within Anglo-Jewry, but it is less satts- 
factory that power in the Board should 
be wielded by others than those whom the 
Board elects to responsible office. 


Divorce from Reality 


One ficld of activity which traditionally 
has occupied a considerable share of the 
Board's interest from the days of Sir Moses 
Monicfiore onwards—namcely, the preven- 
tion or mitigation of oppression of Jews 
abroad—no longer exists in the old form, 
and there have been other changes, too. 
These it is difficult to get admitted, and a

THE KORAH MUTINY 


HE Rebellion of Korah and 

his companions, vividly 

depicted in this week's Sidra, 
has become for Jewish thought a 
classic example of communal strife 
and dissension, which arises when 
authoritative feadership is being 
aggressively challenged for personal 
and unworthy ends. 


Thus, the rabbis of the Talmud could 
find no redeeming feature in the whole 
of the great mutiny. The insurgents 
were, acording to them, animated by 
no higher motives than those of com- 
mon jealousy, and the Mishna (A doth 
v. 20) dismisses the whole controversy 
as one that was “ not in the name of 
heaven. 

Ihe Biblical text would appear to 
be more generous. The retusal of 
Korah and his company to submit to 
the leadership of Moses ts given here 
a higher motivation. It is represented 


is a plea against the whole concept of - 


leadership applicable to a. people of 
the kind that Israel was: “the 
assembly of the Lord.” Revolting 
against the leadership of Moses and 
Aaron, Korah and his followers did 
not clamour for new leaders to replace 
them: they rejected outright all human 
leadership. whoever the leader might 
be. All that the Torah quotes them as 
saving is contained jn this one sen- 
lence: “ Ye take too much upon you. 
seeing that all the congregation are 
holy. every one of them. and the Lord 
‘iS among them: wherefore then lift ve 
up vourselves above the assembly of 
the Lord? ” 


Tit plea of Korah would therefore 
seem to be raised in the scriptural 
fext from the plane of persona! 
jealousy and to be rooted in much 
deeper ground, in the very soil from 
which the whole of Judaism had 
sprung. Cana people that had entered 
nio a covenant to acknowledge only 
one supreme ruler, the God of the 
universe, be subjected further 
human rule ? Can a nation that was 
“holy and formed a “kingdom of 
priests be governed by the hand of 
man’ Such appears to be the chal- 
lenge which Korah threw out to the 
leaders of his day 
A problem such as this could hardly 
he expected to find-its final solution 
in the tate that befell Korah and his 
company. Ht was bound to reappear. 
in even more acute and urgent form. 
once Israel became settled in its own 
land. Gideon met it and gave his 
unwavering answer: “I will not rule 
over you, neither shall mv son rule 
over vou: the Lord shall rule over 
vou!” (Judges vin. 23.) In the davs 
Samuel, however, as hitting! 
recalled in our haftara, the prophet. 
no less than Gideon, convinced that 
the Lord your God was your king ” 
(Sam. xin. 12). cannot but accede to 
the universal demand to appoint a 
King. so that Israel may be ™ like all 
the nations.”

Several Jews are represented in the 
atiractive exhibition of American 
Primitive Art from 1670 to 1954, at 
the Whitechapel Art Gallery. There 
is Israel Litwak, with his sp.ky trees 
and bright decorative colour. A New 
York furniture maker, he took up 
painting at the age of 70. “I keep 
working.” he says, “ because when |!

Abraham Levin was only 57 when the 
desire to paimt became so strong that he 
yielded, and he is only in his sev.oties 
now.

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A DISCONTENTED MINORITY 


By DAVID PELA 


ISPERSED throughout Israel 
are some 186,000 non-Jews 
who form about 11 per cent 

of the State's population. The bulk, 
composed of. about 127,000 Mos- 
lems and 42,000 Christians, mainly 
Arabs, are, to a large extent, a dis- 
contented minority. The other 
17,000, the colourful and hospitable 
Druzes, are happy with their lot, 
and give no trouble to the Israeli 
authorities. 


Restriction on Movcment 


The dissatisfied and demoralised 
Arabs present one of the most difficult 
of Israels many pressing domestic 
problems. They have many griev- 
ances, genuine and otherwise. They 
claim, not altogether without reason, 
that they are subjected to discrimina- 
tion. They deplore the restrictions on 
their movement, complain about the 
system of mulitary government in 
certam Arab areas, and protest against 
the delay in releasing Arab property 
seized by Isyael after the invasion by 
the armies of the neighbouring States. 

Ihe Israelis have a ready answer 
to these complaints. Ther main 
argument is that while the Arab 
countries refuse to conclude a peace 
settlement with Israel there is a danger 
of the Arab minority in the Jewish 
State becoming a powerful and 
dangerous fifth column. Hence the 
need for military government and 
control of movement, wirch, the 
Israelis hasten to po.nt out, is merely 
a formality. since permits to cross 
from one Arab area to another are, 
in the majority of cases, readily 
granted 

In ‘eneral. the Israeli attitude 1s 
that tle normalisation of the position 
of the Arab minority will take some 
time, that this process is seriously 
hampered by the intransigence and 
hostility of the Arab Governments; 
and that the Arab minority can be 
effectively integrated only when this 


hostility and tension have become 
things of the past. 

Let us hear the views of an Arab 
notable on his people's problems. 
There are few persons better qualified 
to speak on this subject than Amin 
Jarjura, lawyer, Member of the First 
Knesset, and, since last May, Mayor 
of Nazareth, stronghold of the Israel: 
Communist Party and main Arab 
centre in Galilee. 

Surrounded by members of his 
municipality, we sipped coffee and dis- 
cussed Arab minority questions in his 
cool and unpretentious residence a 
short distance from the narrow alley- 
ways of the sug. Outside, in the hot 
sun, children were in holiday mood, 
gaily celebrating a religious festival. 
Their parents were less carefree. It 
may have been the jeep-load of patrol- 
ling Israeli military police that caused 
them to pause in their conversation, 
to gaze resentfully as the soldiers 
sped by. 


Many Unemployed 


As the local Mayor. Jarjura was, of 
course. concerned mainly with local 
problems, refusing to be drawn on 
wider issues. Nazareth (population 
22.000, of whom two-thirds are Chris- 
tians) is not aie area, he 
emphasised. One of its main “ tndus- 
tries” iS tourism. It is not progress- 
ing in the same manner as other towns. 
lis residents are poor and cannot pa 
their taxes. The Government, the 
Mayor said, gives them little assistance, 
though it provides some work for the 
jobless. Nevertheless, there are several 
hundred unemployed. The workless 
are easy prey for the influential Com- 
munist element, which has six of us 
represemtatives on the 15-member 
Municipal Council and secured 38 per 
cent of the vote in the local elections. 

A major grievance, according to the 
Mayor, is the failure of the Govern- 
ment to return Arab property or to 
pay compensation for it. He estimates 
that between 5,000 and 6.000 Arabs 
“ driven from their villages ” had been 
deprived of their property. He agreed 
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that these people had refused land 
offered elsewhere by the Government. 
But even though their villages had 
been destroyed they wanted their own 
land back. 

In other urban areas the Arabs seem 
somewhat happier. In both Haita and 
bomb-scarred Jaffa they go apparently 
unconcernedly about their business or 
squat Jazily outside their favourite café 
gazing boldly back at the Western 
tourist wandering off the beaten track 
in search of the unusual. 

Happier still are the 13,000 nomads, 
members of the Beduin tribes 
encamped outside Beersheba, whose 
ruler, the fabulous Sheikh Suleiman, 
is reputed to have 39 wives (and now 
advertising for another in Hollywood). 
The authorities have done much for 
the picturesque Beduin. In addition 
to financial aid they have provided 
special agricultural loans and employ- 
ment in public works. 


Special Druze U nits 


The Druzes, too, are a contented 
minority. Scattered among 17 villages 
in Galilee and around Haifa, they 
fought on the side of the Jews in the 
1948 war. And although they are not 
obliged to serve, many of their young 
men are today enrolled in special 
Druze units of the Israeli defence 
forces. 

They are grateful for their improved 
status under Jewish rule. At the vil- 
lage of Isfiya (population 2,000) on 
the slopes of Mount Carmel, Sheikh 
Najob Mansour and hjs_ universitv- 
educated son, Kamal, told me of their 
persecution by fanatical Arabs during 
the Mandatory régime, and how they 
had jumped at the opportunity of join- 
ing the Jews to defeai their oppressors. 
Now they regarded themselves as com- 
pletely free citizens. As a token of 
their gratitude they were trying to 
persuade -the considerable Druze 
element in the United States to con- 
duce a special bond drive in aid of 
Israel and to invest money in Druze 
enterprises in the Jewish State. 

But what of the Arabs? What has 
the Government done to facilitate 
their integration ? In this, as in some 
other spheres, the Israelis have not 
done a 200d job of public relations 


The world knows far too little about 
the tremendous efforts of the Israeli 
Governmem to improve the standards 
of its Arab minority, about its 
vigorous campaign to reconstruct the 
economy of the leaderiess fellahin, of 
the formation of Arab co-operatives, 
of the big expenditure on Arab educa- 
tion and social welfare. 

The achievements have been con- 
siderable. The wholesale Arab exodus 
dislocated the economy of the Arab 
element that remained. But almost 
immediately it took office the first 
Israeli Government, though with other 
more ureent problems on its hands, 
took measures to assist the Arab popu- 
lation. It granted them loans, tractors, 
and other materials, enabling them to 
enlarge areas under cultivation and 
irrigation and to umprove their agricul- 
tural methods. 

With the aid of the Histadrut it 
encouraged the formation of Arab 
co-operative associations. It devoted 
special attention to the health needs 
of the Arab population. It established 


social and food centres in Arab dis-— 


tricts. It set up a Home for Aged 
Arabs in Acre. lt spent large sums 
on Arab educaton. And in many 
places Arab workers reached full 
equality of wages with Jewish labour. 


Arab Propaganda 


But all this has not made the Arabs 
regard themselves as real citizens of 
Isracl. ed as they-are by ceaseless 
propaganda from the neighbouring 
States and promises of a “second 
round against Israel, ts not surpris- 
ing that they have not reconciled 
themagives to the new régime. 

What more can ihe Israeh Govern- 
ment do to make their Arab citizens 
feel at home ? One realises, of course, 
that considerations of security must 
dominate the Israeh approach to the 
problem. But it might be possible to 
relax the restrictions, if not abolish 
military governmem, around Nazareth 
and other Arab areas which are well 
away from the borders of the neigh- 
bouring countries. This would hardly 
endanger the security of the State. And

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CONSULTATIVE CONFERENCE PROPOSALS 


Strengthening European Jewish Life 
BY A JEWISH CHRONICLE REPORTER 


The Consultative Conference of Jewish Organisations, which met for 
five days in London last week, concluded its deliberations on Thursday 
with the unanimous adoption of the report of its Steering Committee. 
The leaders of the three sponsoring bodies—the American Jewish 
Committee, the Anglo-Jewish Association, and the Alliance Israélite 
Universelle—stressed the closer contacts which had now been established 
among themselves as well as with the representatives of the other 16 
Jewish communities in Europe and North Africa who were present. 


“The conference is not the end: 
it is only the beginning towards the 
realisation of the hopes which were 
engendered by it.” Mr. Irving Engel, 
President of the A.J.C., stated at the 
closing session. All the working 
sessions were held at the Stern Hall, 
Place, W.1, 


Before dispersing, the conference 
called upon the United Nations 
Organisation, now celebrating the 


tenth anniversary of its establishment, 
to fulfil the * solemn promise made to 
the people of the world in 1945” that 


human rights and fundamental 
freedoms would be effectively 
promoted. 

Acting upon a suggestion made by 


Professor René ( assin, President of the 
Alliance, Mr. Neville Laski, Q.C.. (hair- 
man of the Steering Committee. who pre- 
sided over the final session, submitted 
the texts of a letter and a cable. 
addressed to the Secretarv-General of 
the United Nations. appealhng to the 
statesmen of the world—now gathered 
in San Francisco for the tenth anniver- 
sary celebrations —to give new emphasis 
to the efforts towards universal and effec- 
tive observance of and respect for human 
rights and fundamental freedoms.” The 


Conference also expressed the regret of: 
Jewish organisations that the Human 
Rights Covenants had not yet become 
operative. 


Unanimous Decision 


Before he called on Professor Herman 
H. Grav. of the A.J.C.. to read the 10- 


page report of the Steering Committee- 
“for their deliberation and action 
Mr. Laski stated that i represenied the 


unanimous views of that committee. 

The report summarised the problems 
before and the proceedings of the con- 
ference. which it described as “ broadly 


bared ~~ in regard to participation, and 
“solely consultative in character.

It can only hope 
quality of the experience with and 
the understanding of Jewish communal 
life. which have been: brought to the 
conference by US participants, will win 
for its conclusions and recommendations 
a measure of respect in terms of action 
voluntarily undertaken.” 

Among the recommendations for inter- 
communal action in the treld of Jewish 
spiritual life, the report listed ** centralised 
European seminaries and training schools, 
joint pubhcations, hbraries and modern 
visual aids to education, and religious and 


cultural activities carried out in 
common” as “the means clearly. indi- 
cated 


Dealing with the position of European 
and North African Jewry. as reflected 
during the conference. the report stressed 
the significance that all representatives of 
West European communities spoke only 
of “re-creation. of rehabilitation. of a 


continual future” and of the task to 
strengthen and deepen * communal 
Jewish life infused with a strong sense 


of Jewish. values. 
a suggestion of the 
community.”

Anxiety Regarding Morocco 

In regard to French North Africa 
(whose problems—like those of East 
Furopean Jewry—the conference con- 
sidered in closed session), the report was 
guardedly optimistic about the future of 
the Jews in Algeria and Tunisia. but stated 
that “it 18s Morocco which presents a 
picture of anxious uncertainty. Political 
conflict between France and Moroccan 
Nationalists continues unresolved. In 
such a situation the position of the Jews 
is precarious, and it is therefore natura! 
that increasing numbers of them may be 
seeking ‘o leave. However, in our view. 
it would be tragic if mass emigration were 
to be the result. Such emigration involves 
the dislocation of Jewish communities and 
causes the tragic loss of Jewish substance 
and values. Furthermore, their coming 
into Israel in mass would inevitably and 
seriously impair the delicate balance of 
Isracli economy.” 

In the course of the conference. the 
Chief Rabbi described the position of the 
Jewish communities behind the Iron 
Curtain as being in “a state of incom- 
munmicado as far as the rest of Jewry is 
concerned.”’ This, he said, had left a 
great gap in the full implementation of 
the creative spirit of Judaism, and in the 
rebuilding of Israel. 

Dealing with this problem, the report 
siaied: “At this moment of relaxed 
tensions we permit ourselves the hope 


that their situation may _ shorily be 
bettered. We seek no preferential treat- 
ment or special rights for Jews. Bul we 
very firmly beheve that it would be a 
genuine mark of a changed intent for 
the Communist Governments to restore 
io their citizens of the Jewish faith truc 
freedom of worship, the right to reopen 
their schools, and the opportunity to 
have the use of their language, a press, 
and distinctive cultural activities.” 

On Israel. the report said that “it was 
easily apparent that the whole conference 
stood united in its sympathy and in the 
warmth of its good wishes for Israel. 
The achievements of Israel and is 
progress were a source of gratification 
for all who participated. The hope was 
unanimous that Israel might shorily 
succeed im winning peace and that i 
would continue to develop and prosper 
as a strong, stable, and democratic 
society.” 


Working Groups 


The’ report concluded: “So that the 
hopes engendered by this conference may 
not prove vain and that there. be 
assurance that measures will soon be 
taken directed to a solution of the 
problems presented, the participants im 


the conference ask the three sponsoring 
organisations to convene as speedily as 
may be practicable working groups on 
an ad hoe basis for specific purposes, 
whose tasks i will be to evolve the 
methods and suggest the means whereby 
the several European communtiies 
through voluntary. co-operative effort 
may translate into positive action the 
conclusions reached bw this conference.” 


After the report had been adopted and 
several representatives of the smaller 
communitres had expressed their thanks 
to the sponsors of the conference, M: 
Laski said that theirs had been a con- 
ference not of ideological controversies 
but of practical tasks and in the best 
Jewish .tradition of co-operative § effort 
“Tt was a thousand pilies, he added 


armed applause, that certain individuals 
and forces have ranged themselves against 
us : they, happily. proved ineffective. but 


thev.hRave missed a great Jewish 
occasion. We regret both their attitude 
and their conduct.” 


At the Israel session on Wednesday. 
Mr. Isaiah Berlin spoke on the impact 
of Israel both on the Jewish communities 
outside and on the larger communities 
among whom they lived. 

Mr. Berlin 


Ihe emergence of Israel. 

told the conference, had fundamentally 
aitered the old “image of the Jew ” 
which had grown up among Gentiles and 
among Jews themselves in the conditions 
of Diaspora. Both had come to regard 
the Jew as an oddity and an anomaly 

while the non-Jews looked upon him with 
curiosity and suspicion and thought of 
him as superfluous element that 


caused uneasiness to himself and others. 


the Jews looked upon themselves as more 
humane, more kindly, better educated 
people than the average (specially in 
Eastern Europe). but nevertheless as 
outcasts on the run 


and. always the defensive—who 
deserved sympathy and had constantly 
to fight off a continuous hostility from 
ther neighbours. 


Status of Jewry 


This. Mr. Berlin said. was the real 
core of the “ Jewish problem” and had 
forced the Jews to build round them- 


selves protective walls of the ghetto, and 
to develop the pathetic attitude of 
apology. which tried to cure antisemitisn 
by proving that Jews were not worse than 
others and that they had contributed 
greal artists, writers, and composers, and 
had by their philanthropy helped in the 
building of hospitals. 

Ihe emergence of Israel, the speaker 
went On, was bound to alter all that. 
Whether the Jews in the Diaspora 
approved of the State or not, their status 
in the eves of their neighbours and con- 
sequently im their own had altered with 
lis creahon. For as the Jews outside 
Israel were identified with the Jews ins'de 
the State, they were now also being 
looked upon as normal human beings, 
who were not in need to apologise for 
their existence, On the non-Jewish side 
this would gradually cause the dissipa- 
tion of suspicion surrounding the Jewish 
minonties. To the Jews themselves the 
creahon of Israel would prove “a 
liberating factor.” The establishment of 
the State had cleared the air and made 
the Jews reflect where they stood. With 
the choice before them—¢either to stay 
among the other nations or to become 
Israchs—Jews in the Diaspora would 
cease to “ fidget’ and stop feeling as if

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ISRAELI ORCHESTRA’S TRIUMPHAL TOUR 
Birmingham Bomb Hoax Fails

After the cordial reception and 
critics. praise accorded the Israel 
Philharmonic Orchestra at its first 
wo London concerts, jts provincial 
tour has turned into a truly triumphal 


ogress. 

Fitingly, the first visit was to Cardiff, 
capital city of the music-loving Welsh, 
who received the guests with all the 
enthusiasm of their race. This found 
vocal expression when, ai the beginning 
of the concert at the Gaumont Theatre, 
the. conductor, Paul Kletzki, turning 
to the packed audience invited them to 
join the orchestra by singing the Welsh 
anthem 

The Western Matt called the visit 
“» red-letter day” which would have 
heen memorable even only for the play- 


the YorxsnHire Post critic, to compare 
it with the Vienna Philharmonic. 

“ The LP.O. have been and gone, and 
on the quality of their playing in the 
City Hall last night one could wish that 
their sojourn among us had been of 
longer duration,” wrote Arthur Milner.

in ihe evening, while the concert was 
actually im progress, an anonymous 
telephone call was made to the office of 
the BIRMINGHAM saying, “ We are 
exploding a bomb in the Town Hall 
tonight, we are paying back the murder- 
ing Yids.” 

These attempts, by what Mrs, Valerie 
Gould, Chairman of the organising 
committee, called: “someone with ill- 
intent.” to affect the success of the 
concert, failed. entirely. Mr. Wilson 
Lyle. manager of the agency responsible 
for the advertisements, had bills saying 
“Tonight stuck over the offending 
“Cancelled "strips, and hundreds of 
people in doubt who telephoned ‘the 
office or the Town Hall were assured that 
the concert was definitely “on.” As for 
ine bomb threat. the Birmingham City 
Oice took. the necessary precautionary 
Measures without, however, finding that 
: had been anything more than a “ nasty 

Despite the “ contemptible plot” as 
the BIRMINGHAM Post called it. the 
Orchestra had a full house and was 
Warmly acclaimed, not only by the 
audience, but by the music critics the fol- 
lowing day.

PROBLEMS OF THE JEWISH CHILD 
American Psychologist’s Views 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


An address on “The Jewish Child 
in Search of an Identity” was given 
by Dr. Irving Sarnoff, Senior Psychol- 
Ogist at Michigan University, at a 
meeting of the London Jewish 
Graduates’ Association at the Horse- 
shoe Hotel, London. W.1. recently. 


Dr. Sarnoff said that, broadly speak. 
ing, implied the acquisition 
of characteristics of others. These char- 
acterisiics might vary trom the way in 
which a person walked or the moral values 
held by a social group. The basic pro- 
cesses by means of winch these character- 
istics were acquired were two-fold. The 
first and most widely recognised was the 
process ‘of emulation and conscious imita- 
uuon, when a person attempted to shape 
ms whole behaviour, or any aspect of it, 
ilong hn represented by a model whom 
he idnmured lov ‘d The second 
type of identification, less widely recog- 


nised. was ‘senithcation with the 
ngercssor, the tendency of people io 
adopt the characteristics of those who 
threatened them This sort of identifi- 


cation operatcd unconsciously and was 
med at protecting the mdividual in deal- 
ing with persons of whom he was alraid 


Striving for Self-fulfilment 


Their social order tended, said Dr 
Sarnoff, to make the acquisition of a 
‘positive self-picture a more difficult 
task for the Jewish child than for the non- 
Jewish cluldren of white parentage. In 
addition to the range of inter-personal 
blocks which a child might encounter 
within the confines of his family circle the 
social realities of the American, and prob- 
ably British. scene presented obstacles in 
the Jewish child's strivine for self-fulfil- 
meni He referred to the wiiespread anti- 
semilism among majority group members, 


and said that Jews in every sphere of life 
were uluumatcly dependent upon the good 
will of the majority group members who 
controlled the social mstitutions 

After dealing with the psycho-analytical 
and group dynarmmcs approaches to the 
development of a postive Jewish identity, 
Dr. Sarnoff said that the highest develop- 
ment of a positive self-oicture as a Jew 
seemed to rest on the following principles : 
the Jewish child was both a child and a 
Jew This imphed that he would be 
influenced by the way he was treated by 
his parents as well by the manner in which 
he was onentated towards other Jews. The 
Jewish child needed love and accemance 
as a human being If he felt loved and 
accepted a8 4 person he would devciop 
immer and a favourable pcture of

This statement was made by Mr. Hersh 
Smolar, the President of the Ceniral Cul- 
tural Commutice:- of Jews in Poland and 
eduor of the Warsaw Yiddish daily 
FOLKSZEITUNG, in an interview given to 
me here during the World Jewish Con- 
fercnce Against German Rearmament. 
He was responding to my question 
whether the current thaw in the cold war. 
with the prospect of improved inter- 
national rclations all round, would permit 
the restorauon of contacts between Jewish 
communities of East and West. 

Asked if intending Jewish visitors to 
Poland from the West would be granted 


visas, Mr. Smolar remarked: “1 cannot 
speak for the Government. But I can 
teh you what I think.” And for half 


an hour he expressed his views unhesitat- 
Ngiy, In response to my many questions. 

Mr. Smolar announced that the Polish 
Yiddish theatrical company directed by 
Madame Ida Kaminska (who was. inci- 
dentally, one of the delegates to the con- 
ference here) would be giving a season 
in Paris next September. He proudly 
informed me that in recognition of its 
artistic ment the Kaminska company, 
which spends much of its time touring 
the Jewish communitics up and down 
Poland, had only last week received from 
the State a fine theatre building in 
Warsaw. 


Israelis at Youth Festival 


My next query—did he favour cultural 
exchanges also with Israeli Jews. and 
how, as a Yiddishist, did he regard the 
Hebrew language ?—clicited the answer: 
“We shall be pleased to see Jews from 
Isracl, too. AS a matter of fact. some 
1SO members of Israch choirs will be 
attending a youth festival in Poland next 
August. They will sing in Hebrew. 
which we cherish as much as any othe: 
tongue. We are not antagonistic to any 
language. It is not the language that 
matiers, but what you say and write 
in mM.” 

Ihe Jewish schools in Poland. which 
are attended by some 3.000 children. 
teach Yiddish, but not Hebrew. said Mr. 
Smolar, A major preoccupation of the 
communal leaders was to encourage the 
Jews to abandon their traditional! tailor- 
mg. cobbling, and “ Menahem Mende! ” 
trades for skilled industrial jobs. Ninety 
per cem of Jewish boys on leaving 
school in Poland today do in fact go 
in for technical work. he added. 

He estimated that there are between 
75,000 and 80,000 Jews in Poland. half 
of whom, or more. live in the former 
German province of Silesia, east of the 
Oder-Neisse border. After the war the 
homes vacated there by the Germans 
were Offered to Jews who possessed 
nothing but their concentration camp 
uniforms. Antisemitism, which has been 
outlawed in Poland, is a thing unknown 
among the younger generation, said Mr. 
Smolar, and is only to be encountered 


remuiitiartsation of Germany 


“We have no special’ relations with 
Russian, or, for that matter, Czech, Hua- 
garian, or Rumanian Jews.” He was 
unable to evaluate the process of assimi- 
lauion, total of otherwise, among bast 
European Jews, who, he pointed out, 
enjoy absolutély equal rights with their 
fellow-ciuizens. ‘From what I hear,” 
he observed, “there is a good deal of 
assimilanen in Czechoslovakia, where 
Jewishness takes only one form, namely, 
rebgion. But in Poland, where our tradi- 
ions go back a thousand years, Jewish- 
ness is very deeply rooted. Assimilation 
iS a phenomenon common to Western 
as weil as Eastern Jewish communities. 
It is not an abstract question of ideolog\ 
If vou have a really attractive. kind of 
Jew:shness to hold the allegiance of thx 
young, Jewishness will go on.” 

On the subject of Zionism, Mr. Smolar 
would not at all agree that this was a 
Jewish national lberation movement. He 
descnibed his attitude to Zionism as nega- 
tive; but he had to concede that there 
was a posnive side to the Jewish State. 

A more sympathetic attitude to Isracl 
was cxpressed, in a separate intcrview, 
by Professor Maxi, artist, holder of 
the Order of Labour, Director of the 
Rumanian Art Museum and of the State 
Art Academy. “Israel is a reality.” he 
said, “where the people fight for their 
rights, and as in 
the case of Syria, 
Persia, or any other 
country, my hope 
‘'s that the pro- 
eressive elements 
will finally succeed 
n organising a full 
and happy hfe for 
the people. Yes, | 
should be interested 
to sev Israel. 1, too. 
am a Jew, and feel 
for my fellow-Jews, 
who have suffered 
so much and who 
are tryin to 
Smolar remake their ives.” 

On Zionism, Professor Maxi had this 
conwnent to make:. “1 have no time for 
the Zionists who make a business out of 
their Zionism.” Of the Zionist leaders 
imprisoned in Rumania, he asseried: 
“ They infringed the laws of the country 
and so, like all lawbreakers, had to pay 
the penalty.” There could be no place 
for organised Zionism in Rumania. where 
the Jews had achieved total emancipation, 
he added. It was no crime for an indi- 
vidual to be a Zionist, in which case he 
could apply for permission to emigrate 
to Israel. 

Professor Maxi did not believe many 
Rumanian Jews wished to settle in the 
Jewish State, and he was less inclined

SPIERS MEMORIAL 


FUND 


Efforts to Increase Capital 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisn Curonicte 


Sirn,—In 1927, on the initiative of 
the Bnai Brith, a memorial fund was 
estabiished to perpetuate the name of 
Frederick Solomon Spiers, by the 
two annual prizes of ten 
one to a pupil of the 
Umon of Hebrew and Religion C lasses 
(now the London Board of Jewish 
Religious Education) in London, and 
the other to a student of the Lechnion 


in Haifa. - 


The capital fund for many years 
enabled the trustees to award both prizes 
to the full amount. Some time ago, how- 
ever, the shrinkage in investment yields 
reduced the income of the trust so much 
that after awarding the London prize. 
which takes precedence, the amount avat!- 
able for the Haifa prize has shrunk to 
the pituiably small sum of about £2. Such 
a sum nether docs honour to the man 
whose name i perpetuates nor is ut oof the 
value it should be to the recipient. It ts 
well known that the economic struggle of 
Israch students is without paralic! in this 
country.

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BOARD OF DEPUTIE 


IT is a characteristic feature of the institu- 
tional life of the Anglo-Jewish community 
that its two best-known national institutions, 
which have impressed a special pattern on 
the life of the community as a whole, should 
have sprung into active existence without any 
single legislative act on the part of the com- 
munity and should depend for their successful 
functioning on moral authority. They are the 
Chief Rabbinate and the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews. The former manifests itself 
at any one time in the person of a single 
individual, and its functioning may be con- 
trasted with that of the Board of Deputies, 
which is constituted on a broad representative 
basis and invites full participation from a 
wide cross-section of the community. The 
opening of a triennial session last Sunday, 
preceded by elections in every synagogue in 
the country, heightens the degree of interest, 
and in a supplement published with this issue 
readers will find articles descriptive of the 
scope and activities of the Board. 

The new session began with the election of 
honorary officers. Mr. JANNER’S nine years 
as Vice-President made him an obvious candi- 
date for the Presidency, and, while contests 
are a healthy thing, it was not surprising that 
he was elected by a substantial majority. This 
reflects the generous. welcome which awaits 
him as he steps into his difficult office. He 
will know from his experience of politics that 
the President of the Board can only exalt 
himself as well as best serve his organisation 
by making himself leader of a team rather 
than being a lone captain. But his first task 
will be to impress his character on the Board 


and to break the power of the “ Progressive ” 


Group caucus, which for too long has 
exercised a baleful influence on communal 
affairs. 

The new officers lead an_ institution 
which for nearly two centuries has proved 
resilient enough to meet the varying needs of 
British Jewry and whose history reflects the 
course Of Jewish life in countries far beyond 
our own. It cannot be pretended that at the 
moment the Board is on the crest of a wave, 
but without denying altogether the validity 
of the criticisms which have been levelled at 
the way in which its policies have recently 
been determined, what does stand out is the 
continued attachment of the Anglo-Jewish 
community to the Board and its rejection of 
any substitute or rival. Thus the leaders of 
the Board have a solid foundation on which 
to build. They will build more solidly if they 
remember that they may draw on all elements 
of the Board, and do not hesitate also to go 
outside it, without regard to the possession 
of party coupons or caucus labels. Their 
influence in this direction in the forthcoming 
choice of committees, whose composition so 
largely determines the quality of the Board's 
work, can be of the utmost importance. 
There is no reason why the Board should 
not also draw to itself specialists who, 
while not able to. participate its 
genera! activities, are willing to place their 
knowledge at its disposal—a process which 
the rules governing co-options to committees 
should facilitate. Another problem which 
the Board's officers would do well to consider 
is the recruitment of staff. The Board has 
been well served by its permanent officials, 
but officials inevitably face retirement in due 
tume, and the Board, not sinning alone in this 
respect, has never approached seriqusly the 
problem of training successors or of provid- 
ing salaries which will continue to attract new 
men of high calibre. 


The solution of problems of this order will 
not resound through any public assembly. 
The attempt will, however, impart fresh vigour 
to the working of the Board and add to its 
influence both in the Anglo-Jewish communi- 
ties and among Jewish communities abroad. 
Changes in the Jewish world may call for a 
drastic reappraisal of the Board’s functions. 
Ihe very age of the Board endows it with the 
Strength to get abreast of such a situation, and 
there is no reason to doubt that a vigorous 
policy will find a considerable reservoir of 
good will on which to draw for support. - 


CONSULTATIVE 
CONFERENCE 


IT is, perhaps, inevitable that those who so 
manifestly failed in the attempt to unify and 
thus revivify their own movement through 
the Conference of European Zionism in 
Brussels last November should display bad 
temper at an attempt on the part of so-called 
“ non-Zionist * bodies to strengthen by con- 
ference and co-operation Jewish communal 
life in Europe. The “ organised conspiracy ” 
(to use Mr. CARVALHO’S expression) intended 
to kill the Consultative “ onference of Jewish 
Organisations in London before it even 
started went badly astray, And if the oppo- 
‘nents of the Consultative Conference had not 
deluded themselves into thinking that their 
own absence would reduce the assembly to 
impotence, their present cry that some of 
“ Israel’s vital needs “ had been ignored there 
might sound more convincing. The Con- 
sultative Conference was a great Jewish 
occasion, as Mr. Nevitte LAski said at the 
closing session, and those who refused to 
make use of it have only themselves to blame 
for any omissions, real or imaginary. 

Nor do the other arguments produced, first 
in order to prevent the conference from being 
held, and later to discredit it, carry much 
weight, apart from the dead weight of 
anachronistic or formalistic irrelevances. 
Having rejected in theory Mr. BEN-GURION'S 
conception of Zionism as the duty of every 


Zionist to settle in Israel, having failed in. 


practice to organise any appreciable aliya 
from the West, and having—dquite rightly— 
adopted the alternative concept that Israel 
needs a strong Diaspora (as stressed this 
week by Mr. Israet Sierr), the leaders of 
Great Russell Street and of the World Jewish 
Congress found themselves, uncomfortably, 
in accord with their historical enemies, And 
what is more, the enemies of yesterday have 
proved to be allies of today in all the political 
and practical efforts made on behalf of the 
newly created Jewish State. Instead of 
accepting this partnership and unity so as to 
prevent the occurring of a political gulf 
between Israel and the Diaspora, forecast by 
Mr. ISAIAH BERLIN at the conference, they 
elected to continue the schisms which, in Mr. 
G. AVNER’S phrase, have been superseded by 
the course of history. Instead of welcoming 
the unifying efforts of the conference for the 
strengthening of Jewish spiritual, religious, 
and cultural life in the Diaspora—which Mr. 
BAKSTANSKY also this week stated to be the 
major aim of Zionism in the future—they 
elected to do everything to make the con- 
ference less representative. 


The participation in and the pronounce- 
ments at the conference of the ISRAELI 
AMBASSADOR and the COUNSELLOR TO THE 
EMBASSY, as well as the whole tenor of the 
proceedings, amply bear witness against the 
wishful forecast which Mr. BAKSTANSKY was 
reputed to have circulated urhi et orbi—and 
which he has not denied—that the Consulta- 
tive Conference was intended as an anti- 
Zionist affair and was being viewed by Israel 
with distrust. By dragging the Deputies along 
their own barren path, the partisans of the 
World Jewish Congress and of the Zionist 
Federation have not only deprived the leaders 
of the Board of useful information and con- 
tacts, but——as was pointed out at this week's 
meetings of the Board and of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association (reported in this issue}— 
have also unnecessarily strained further the 
relations between the Board and the A.J.A. 


Neither the Consultative Conference nor 
its sponsors had claimed to represent any 
other bodies than those which voluntarily 
agreed to take part; nor did they try to 
impose any solutions on its participants. In 
fact, after the documented reports and the 
well-informed debates, all in the way of 
practical action that emerged—apart from 
the most interesting fact of even the smallest 
Jewish community's determination to main- 
tain its existence—was the recommendation 
to set up ad hoc working groups for the 
study rather than for the immediate solution 
of the problems which the deliberations had 
so ably clarified. It was perhaps a too 
rigid interpretation of the consultative 
character of the conference ; one might, how- 
ever, be encouraged by the declaration made 
by Mr. ENGEL, President of the American 
Jewish Committee, that this conference was 
not an end but a beginning towards the 
realisation of the hopes engendered by it. If 
that be so, it may not be too late for those who 
stood aside from, and even those who were 


ranged against, the conference to join in the 
common effort to deal with what have 
clearly been established as common prob- 
lems and common needs. 


MINES FOR PEACE 


ALTHOUGH the idea of laying a minefield 
between two countries in peace time is dis- 
agreeable, there is much to commend the 
Israeli suggestion of a security zone along 
the Gaza border. So long as the Egyptians 
refuse to make peace, relations between the 
two countries will remain abnormal, and it 
may be a more practical way of avoiding 
war to separate the countries by a wall than 
to build a bridge to connect them. The 
Israeli scheme follows broadly the suggestions 
put forward by General BurNs and accepted 
by Colonel Nasser, though going one better. 
The forces of reason and moderation in Israel 
appear to have gained the upper hand and 
have succeeded in producing a plan which, 
if it is adopted, may well prevent furthe: 
fighting on the frontier and should make an 
important contribution towards the reduction 
of tension. Egypt is now reported to have 
accepted the suggestion for talks between 
Isracli and Egyptian officers to discuss 
measures for reducing tension, at which, of 
course, the Israeli four-point plan will come 
up for consideration. Two of the points— 
joint Israeli-Egyptian patrols and regular 
communication between local commanders 
—have previously been accepted by the 
Egyptians. If agreement is reached on the 
other point the Egyptians will presumably 
be prepared to give orders that Israelis 
patrolling the demarcation line should not 
be fired at, for this would seem to follow 
automatically from the plan for joint patrols. 
The unknown factor is Colonel NAssEeR’'s 
reaction to the suggestion for establishing a 
100-metre-wide security zone flanked by 
barbed wire on each side and along which 
mines would be laid. Such a barrier should 
be effective in preventing infiltration from 
the Gaza strip, and it would also give the 
Egyptians adequate security against an armed 
raid from the Israeli side. The suggestion 
seems to have the merit of giving both sides 
just what they want. In addition to this plan 
the Israelis are still pressing for high-level 
talks with Egypt. But on this point the 
Egyptians are likely to be- less accommo- 
dating, and the Israelis will no doubt consider 
that it will be worth their while first to obtain 
a reduction of tension on the frontier and then 
to prepare the ground at a later date for high- 
level. talks. 


ART FOR ISRAEL 


DurRING this month the public in a number 
of important British cities, as well as the 
millions who listen to the radio, have been 
enjoying the concerts given by the Israel 
Philharmonic Orchestra, which is here on its 
first visit. Praise, well deserved, has been 
lavished everywhere on the orchestra, which 
has truly been described as one of Israel's 
best ambassadors of culture. But it should 
not be thought that the offering of true culture 
is a One-way traffic. For example, there is the 
proposed visit of the London Jewish Male 
Choir to the Zimriya (which, alas, is still 
doubtful), Music, by its nature. is 
capable literally of sounding its own fan- 
fare, but there are other arts, just as 
potent as music, which perforce must make 
themselves felt more quietly, On Monday 
next, for example, an art exhibition of a 


different kind from the usual will be opened, . 


showing among its treasures a gracious offer- 
ing from Britain to Israel. The Friends of the 
Art Museums in Israel have made it their task 
in this country to collect works of art. either 
as donations from well-wishers or by careful 
purchase, which are presented as gifts to the 
art galleries in Israel, where they are-eagerly 
received and warmly welcomed. The present 
exhibition will include 100 separate items, by 
famous artists of different periods, and among 
them the largest single group is composed of 
that beautiful, delicate style of painting which 
is distinctive to this country: the English 
water-colour. The quality of the water-colour 
collection is shown by the names of some of 
the painters represented—GaINSBOROUGH, 
TURNER, CONSTABLE, etc. In declaring the 
exhibition open at the Ben Uri Art Gallery, 
Mr. KENNETH YOUNGER, M.P., will 
present the collection to Mme Earn for 
transmission to Israel’s museums, But the 
public here will for two weeks have the oppor- 
tunity of seeing the exhibition—and it is not 
ungracious to say that even their appreciation 
will be eclipsed in due course by that of the 
Israclis !

The facts clearly demonstrate that the 
Jewish community of Britain 
appointed the Board in that capacity 
anc conferred upon jt a mandate to 
speak and act in its behalf. The 
Board alone provides a forum where 
issues of Jewish import can be 
debated from every point of view by 
delegates from all sections of the 
community. Every shade of religious 
and political opinion is to be found 
among the Deputies. In that respect 
the membership may be taken as a 
true cross-section of British Jewry, 
and the decision of the majority 
expresses the majority view of the 
community at large.

Government of this country have 
evidently found it desirable that there 
should be a recognised agency through 
which they could deal with matters 
affecting Jewish citizens. When, for 
instance, the Marriage Act .of 1836 
was under consideration and special 
provision was to be made for a Jewish 
marriage to be registered jn a syna- 
gogue. the authority nominated to 
certify a Jewish place of worship to 
the Registrar-General was the Presi- 
demt of the Board. Similarly the 
Board is named, in the Act which 
regulates the opening of shops on 
Sunday by Jews who close their place 
of business on the Sabbath, as the 
tribunal appointed by the Home Secre- 
tary. whose members are nominated 
by the Board to hear cases brought 
by local authorities where doubt has 
arisen that the shopkeeper has a 
genuine objection to trading on the 
Jewish Sabbath. 

Apart from questions of legislation, 
there can be no doubt that Ministers 
of the Crown who are asked to receive 
deputations on Jewish questions pre- 
fer that the approach should be made 
by one body on behalf of the com-

munity as a whole rather than by 9 
number of sectional organisations, 
The preamble of the first Constitu- 
tion of the Board jn 1836 stated that 
“3t was of essential advantage to the 
interests of the Jews of Britain, that 
in all matters attaching to their poli- 
tical welfare they should be repre- 
sented by one body: that inasmuch 
as the general body of Deputies have 
long been recognised as their repre- 
sentative. it is highly desirable for 
the general good that all the British 
Jews should so acknowledge them by 
having a number of mem- 
bers from each congregation to ensure 
the accordance of their proceedings 
with the geriera!] wishes of the Jews.” 

This pomt of view was again 
endorsed 68 years later, when at an 
Inaugural Meeting of the Board of 
Deputies of the Cape Province, the 
High Commissioner, Lord Miiner, 
said that “ there were many occasions 
when he had been anx ous for infor- 
mation On questions especially affec- 
ting the Jewish population, and he 
would naturally have liked to go for 
guidance to some Jewish authority. 
But his difficulty had been that while 
he had a variety of advisers cach 
clawmning to represent Jewish feehng, 
the advice they gave was not always 


sufficient! 


identical: in fact. jn some cases it 
was diametrically opposed. And that 
alone was a reason why he would 


welcome a representative body which 
on questions especially affecting Jewish 
interests could speak with one voice.” 

Here 1s a glimpse into the matter 
of the relationships between the com- 
munity and Government Departments 
from an angle which is too often 
overlooked. It may be assumed that 
what Lord Milner said on the subiect 
would be endorsed by Ministers and 
State officials in this country. Conse- 
quently. for pleas to be made to the 
Government with any hope of success, 
it is essential now and in the future.

N five years’ time the Board of 

Deputies of British Jews will be 

celebrating its 200th anniversary. 
Founded in 1760 primarily for a 
ceremonial occasion, the presenta- 
tion of an address of loyalty from 
the Jewish community to King 
George III on his accession, there 
is still a survival of its original pur- 
pose. The Board is one of the 
comparatively few organisations, 
comprising the most distinguished 
corporate bodies, which have the 
privilege of presenting an address to 
the Sovereign in person on great 
royal occasions. Until 1887 the 
Board performed this function 
alone. In that year, the Golden 
Jubilee of Queen Victoria, the Hon. 
Officers of the Board invited the 
Anglo -Jewish Association, with 
which it collaborated on the Con- 
joint Foreign Committee, to join it 
in presenting a loyal address. The 
invitation was accepted, and from 
that time both bodies have arranged 
joint deputations for the presenta- 
tion of loyal addresses, the last of 
several occasions being on_ the 
accession of Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth Il. 

The Board, when it first formulated 
the conststution in 1836, had 22 mem- 
bers : today ut has 450. In so small a 
body all members could take an active 
part in administration with the aid of 
one honorary official. In this connec- 
lion. as the status of the Bourd as a 
“ privileged” body is a direct link 
with ts original foundation. so is there 
in the person of Mr. Charlies Emanuel 
another link with former days. Mr. 
Emanuel succeeded in 1898 his father, 
Mr. Lewis Emanuel, as Solicitor and 
Secretary, a post the laiter had held 
since 1869, following Mr. Sampson 
Samuel, who died in that sear after 
holding office for 35 years. Mr. 
Charlies Emanuel, still legal adviser 
in bis 87th year, is thus a hving and 
direct link with the early days of 
Board administration. 

Today its work requires a full staff 
and a number of committees who pre- 
sent their reports to the Board at its 
monthly meetings. But it was not 
until 1854 that the first committee of 
the Board was set up-—the Law, 
Parliamentary, and General Purposes 
Committee. 

The Board was originally elected, 
and is still so for the most part, on 
a synagogal basis. Today it includes

represents some 120 London syna- 
gogues, 160 provincial congregations. 
five overseas congregations, and 25 
institutions, which include women's 
organisations, the Association for 
Jewish Youth, the Association of 
Jewish Ex-Service Men and Women, 
and Friendly Societies. Some years

Nothing has recently created more 
concern among the community than 
the attack on shechita, as illustrated 
in the Bll introduced by Mr. Robert 
Crouch, M.P., in the last Parliament, 
to make stunning compulsory in the 
slaughter of animals for food.

tion, which, of course, 
has been amended from 
time to time, the

The Board is elected 
triennially on democratic 
lines, careful provision 
being made that the elec- 
tions are conducted in a 
manner which affords 
every opportunity for a 


member of a constituency Mr 
to vote. On it are repre- 
sented all shades of religious opinion 
general politics have always been 
barred——and tt can claim to be fully 
representative of British Jewry, alone 
entitled to speak on its behalf to the 
Government and to other public 
authorities. The Board has received 
Statutory recognition by mention in 
Acts of Parliament, e.g., the Marriage 
Acts, the Shop Hours Act, and in al! 
legislation when an authoritative body 
is called upon to carry out certain 
duties mmposed by legislation on behalf 
of the Anglo-Jewish community. 


Law and 
Parliamentary 


To revert to the work of the various 
committees. The Law, Parliamentary, 
and. General Purposes Committee 
(Chairman, Mr. Reuben Lieberman), 
which celebrated its centenary last 
year, watches legislation .in Parliament 
as well as in municipal bodies, to 
ensure that Jews are not in any wa) 
prejudiced in their rights as citizens. 
[here have recently been instances 
when in one way or another, without 
the vigilance of the committee, some 
clause or regulation might have 
been introduced which would have 
adversely affected the community. 
There are also matters which, though 
some of them may seem of minor 
importance, create dissatisfaction, and 
therefore call for the committee's 
intervention. The committee, for 
example, recently made representa- 
tions against the fixing of Saturday as 
the day for municipal elections, and 
considered means of protecting the 
term “kosher” against misuse. 
Although the Board's activities have 
been considerably sub-divided, the 
committee -continues to haye a wide 


. range of interests. 


The Charities Registration Commit- 
tee (Chairman, Mr. David Goldblatt) 
is an offshoot of the Law and Parlia- 
mentary Committee. Its purpose is 
the registration of Jewish charities 
which can show that their accounts 
are audited by qualified accountants 
and that the cost of administration is 
in reasonable proportion to the expen- 
diture on the object of the charity. 
An ever-increasing number of Jewish 
charities now regard it as essential to 
be registered, for. in many cases, mem- 
bers of the community, including 
persons holding official positions, 
whose patronage is solicited, have 
announced their intention of not sup- 
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Shechita Committee, under its indefati- 
gable Chairman, Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn, 
a leading expert on the subject, has 
been busily engaged in bringing to the 
notice of the House of Commons, and 
indeed of the non-Jewish community 

generally, the

with all relevant advice and with the 
pamphiets produced by the Chairman, 
under its auspices. Like that of the 
Jewish Defence Committee, its purpose 
is One in which constant vigilance ‘is 
essential. 


Foreign Affairs 


Of vital importance is the work of 
the Forcign Affairs Committee. 
nante dates from 1943, when the Joint 
Foreign Committee, composed of 
representatives of the Board and the 
Anglo-Jewish Association—which had 
but for a short break in 1917 been in 
existence since 1878—came to an end. 
Its Chairman during the Deputies’ last 
session was Mr. Barnett Janner.

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N five years’ time the Board of 

Deputies of British Jews will be 

celebrating its 200th anniversary. 
Founded in 1760 primarily for 
ceremonial occasion, the presenta- 
tion of an address of loyalty trom 
the Jewish community to King 
George III on his accession, there 
is still a survival of its original pur- 
pose. The Board is one of the 
comparatively few organisations, 
comprising the most distinguished 
corporate bodies, which have the 
privilege of presenting an address to 
the Sovereign in person on great 
royal occasions. Until [887 the 
Board performed this function 
alone. In-that year, the Golden 
Jubilee of Queen Victoria, the Hon. 
Officers of the Board invited the 
Anglo -Jewish Association, with 
which it collaborated on the Con- 
joint Foreign Committee, to join it 
in presenting a loyal address.

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HEN Dr. A. Cohen became 

President of the Board in 

1949 he was the first mem- 
ber of the clergy to be elected lay 
leader of the community, and 
though it is unlikely that a member 
of the same profession will hold 
it, at least in the near future, Dr. 
Cohen's experience as a spiritual 
leader contributed without doubt to 
the success which has attended his 
terms of office. 


The Presidency, and other honorary 
Officers of the Board, have been heid 
by many distinguished men, and men- 
tion of some of their names will give 
an dea of its prestige. They have 
been drawn, for the most part, from 
the Jeading families of the community. 
They inciuded one of the greatest 
figures of the English Bar, Arthur 
Cohen, Q.C., President of the Board 
for 15 years, from 1880 to 1895, and 
the only barrister qua barrister to 
be made a Member of the Privy 
Council. Arthur Cohen was a scion 
of that distinguished family descended 
from Levi Barendt Cohen, father-in- 
law of the first Rothschild to settle 
in this country, and also of Moses 
Montefiore. the greatest President the 
Board has had, and under whose 
leadership the Board became so 
prominent and successful in its work 
on behalf of oppressed Jewries over- 
scas. 


Moses Montefiore 


Moses Montefiore was first elected 
President in 1835 and with = short 
intervals held that office until 1874. 
Two other members of his family 
have been Presidents—Joseph Mayer 
Montefiore, who succeeded him and 
held office until 1880. and Sir Joseph 
Sebag-Montefiore, President from 
1895 to 1903. It is somewhat strange 
that no member of the Rothschild 
family has been President—though 
Mr. Leopold de Rothschild was Vice- 
President—-with the exception of the 
second Lord Rothschild. also a Vice- 
President. who presided for a short

DISTINGUISHED LEADERS

by a member of another of Anglo- 
Jewry's leading families, Sir Osmond 
d Avigdor-Goldsmi.., a family which 
has been described as the Rothschilds 
of the eighteenth century. 


A glance at the names of Presidents 
shows how prominent was the part 
played by members of the Sefardi 
community. The first President was 
Mendes da Costa, and other names 
included Salvador, Lindo, and 
Mocatta. Indeed, it was not until 
1880 that the first Ashkenazi (if one 
excludes the short term during which 
David Salomons officiated), Arthur 
Cohen. was elected. In addition to 
Arthur Cohen, other distinguished 
lawvers who became President 
included D. L. Alexander, K.C., 
H. S. Q. Henriques, K.C., who was the 
leading authority on the legislation 
affecting the legal position of Jews 
in Britain, and Neville Laski, Q.C., 
the only surviving past President. 


First Provincials 


lt was Mr. Laski’s father, Mr. 
Nathan Laski, who was the first pro- 
vincial deputy to hold office, which 
he did as Treasurer in 1917. H. S. Q. 
Henriques and Neville Laski—both 
born in Manchester—were the first 
two provincial-born Deputies, to 
become Presidents. His successor, 
Selie Brodetsky, was the first Zionist 
leader to be elected, though the 
Board had already in 1917 shown 
where it stood when, through the 
medium of Lord Rothschild, then 
Vice-President, it was the recipient of 
the famous Balfour Declaration. 
Unfortunately, it had a sequel in a 
schism gn the Board, which led to the 
resignation of D, L. Alexander, who 
was succeeded by that popular mem- 
ber of the Samuel Montagu family, 
Sir Stuart Samuel. 

No less distinguished were holders 
of other offices, from Vice-President 
to Hon. Auditor. Space forbids more 
than mention of such names as Sir 
Samuel Montagu (the first Lord 


Swaythling), Sir Philip Magnus, 
Gabriel Lindo, Ellis A. Franklin, 
Nathaniel L. Cohen, B. S. Straus, 
Albert Jessel, and Sir Robert Waicy 
Cohen. : 

To turn to dates in the Board's his- 
tory that can be described as epochal, 
one perhaps may start with 1950 
which saw the first Conference of 
Jewish Communities within the Com- 
monwealth and Empire. It was fol- 
lowed by a second one last year and 
it will probably be a regular event in 
the calendar of the Board as a 
development of the Board's work 
emphasising the links between the 
mother community and communities 
overseas and concerned with issues 
which are common to both. 


A Century Ago 


It was a century last year, in 1854, 
that the first Committee of the Board 
was set up—the Law, Parliamentary 
and General Purposes Commiuttee— 
and one of its first objects was to take 
steps to have a clause inserted in a 
Sunday Trading Bill to protect the 
interests of Jewish shopkeepers. Four- 
teen years before, in 1840, the Board 
made its first entry into foreign 
affairs, when Sir Moses Montefiore, as 
its President, intervened with such 
success in the notorious Damascus 
affair, It is well to remember that 
political emancipation had not yet 
been attained, for jn .1851, David 
Salomons, the first Jewish Lord Mayor 
of .London was elected M.P. for 
Greenwich and was not able to take 
his seat, He was a member of the 
Board of Deputies for the New Syna- 
gogue, and for a short period in 1838 
acted as President. 

Going further back still, 1836 
marked both the first Constitution 
adopted by the Board and the Mar- 
riage and Registration Acts under 
which the Presidefft of the Board was 
given Statutory right to appoint Secre- 
taries of Marriages in Synagogues, and 
to notify such appointment to the 
Registrar-General. 
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The Board's Constitution was again 
revised 36 years later in 1872 when it 
began to issue annual reports, but it 
was not until four years later that the 
Board began to hold its monthly meet- 
ings, It was in 1878 that the famous 
memorandum on the position of Jews 
in Rumania was presented to the 
British envoys, who included Lord 
Beaconsfield, at the Congress of 
Berlin. This memorandum was pre- 
pared and presented in conjunction 
with the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
which had been founded jn 1871, and 
in 1881 was set up the Conjoint 
Foreign Committee of which Mr. 
Lucien Wolf was for many years Secre- 
tary. He was largely responsible for the 
material presented at the Peace Con- 
ferences held in Paris after the First 
World War and which resulted in the 
insertion of the minority clauses in the 
Treaties dealing with Rumania and 
Poland, a diplomatic victory even 
though it never achieved its ends. 

It was in 1943 that the Conjoint 
Foreign Committee was dissolved and 
the Foreign Affairs Committee set up 
to resume the early traditjons of the 
Board in what can be called its middle 
period. Its minutes show the interest 
it took in the affairs of distressed 
Jewries. Tunis, Baghdad, Serbia, 
Persia, Morocco, Syria, Rumania, 
Russia—all these figure in its delibera- 
tions. 


At the United Nations 


One of the early functions of the 
new committee was its representation 
at the creation of the United Nations 
at San Francisco. 

The Board has never been a fund- 
raising organisation, but in 1863 it 
established the Morocco Relief Fund 
which still functions, and in 1939 on 
the outbreak of the Second World 
War, it launched an appeal for the 
maintenance of essential communal 
services, especially in the reception 
areas, which realised over £60,000. 

Other dates of internal interest may 
be noted. It was in 1886 that the West 
London Reform Synagogue was first 
represented on the Board, and in 1923 
the Liberal Congregation secured 
representation. The same year saw 
the setting up of the Palestine Com- 


mittee which was eventually

Sequel te 
the Balfour Declaration of {917 80 
epoch-making a date in the Board’ 
history, for the Board had official 
representation on the Jewish Agenc 
In the communal history of stee. 
tion, the year 1851 cannot be ignored 
for in that year the Model Deed was 
approved which was for so long the 
exemplar for all deeds concerned with 
grant-aided Jewish schools, In this 
connection it is also not to be for. 
gotten that in 1944 the then Minister 
of Education, Mr. R. A. Butler 
addressed a special meeting of the 
Board on the Education Bill which he 
was then piloting through Parliament, 
and under which Jewish children today 
in secondary schools have the right to 
withdraw from religious teachings. 

And lastly, as chronological order 
has not been observed, it is not with- 
out interest to note that in the year 
1848 the heretical request of the 
Editor of THE Jewish CHRONICLE to 
report the proceedings of the Board 
was unanimously rejected! 
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under which members of al! syna- 
gogues and of some organisations— 
naturally the exact means of collec. 
tion must vary—are asked to pay a 
sum averaging 10s. per head, per 
annum, in addition to the assessment.

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ISRAEL'S FUTURE CITIZENS 


T was just before Purim. The 

shop windows in Ben Yehuda 

Street were displaying toys and 
masks and Purim fancy-dress. Out- 
side one shop I saw a row of small 
children whose chins barely reached 
up to the window, pressing their 
little noses against the cold glass, 
for that morning the air was fresh 
and sharp. 


| was captivated by the picture. It 
was like a primitive fresco painting of 
cherubs by Giotto or Fra Angelico. 
[he children were all about the same 
age and size: they held on to each 
other’s hands, so as not to get separ- 
ated. They were dressed up in bits 
of Oriental finery that their mothers 
had brought out for Purim. as well as 
to shield the children from the cold 
raw wind, colourful Fastern shawls. 
embroidered brocades, |jttle Orienta! 
caps, mothers old wedding-gown 
turned into a little jacket. father’s silk 
eaberdine and fur hat from a 
Chassidic home, ar elegant-ball dress, 
a Viennese model, a_ harlequin’s 
costume, a Tyrolean dirndl skirt, an 
admirals uniform with epaulettes— 
father’s wishful thinking for his little 
son's future—a Persian dancer. Their 
little voices twittered and chirped, like 
a flock of young -birds ; chattered like 
small running brooks. The children 
were singing with the joy of their 
desire for the playthings in the shop 
window. 


| inclined my ear. trying to catch 
a word. Children create their own 
language, and when they have no 
words they squeal and squeak, make 
nasal sounds and throaty sounds. to 
express their feelings and wishes. | 
caught a word or two: “Chen, 
“Chen,” “ Lovely,” “ Lovely 
“ Vaffé.” Yaffé.” “ Beautiful.” Beau- 
tiful.” a sound 'ike a word heard from 
mothef at home or from teacher in 
the kindergarten, and brought out 
here among the various sounds pro- 
duced by the children who have no 
language yet, who use sounds resem 
bling the words their mother brought 
from the old country. a murmur, and 
who also twitter the new sounds which 
the teacher has put in their mouths 

When the teacher in the Tel Aviv 
kindergarten that was drawn from all 
the corners of the Dispersion gives the 
order, “ Yad ve-yad.” the children 
take each other's hands and march 
in two rows behind the teacher 

| saw these children as a symbol of 
all Israel in Israel. Jews have come 
io Israel from all the cormers of the 
earth Their roots were their 
environment, their ways and customs 
were deeply planted, their traditions 
were thousands of vears old . they had 
grown to be a part of the civilisation 
of their land. Now when they are 
middle-aged or old they must go to a 
hindergarten They make sounds, 
chirp. squeak. grunt, instead of speak- 
ing naturally in their mother-tongue. 


Ihe Jewish people learned in the 
lone centuries of exile to assimilate to 
the nations among whom their feet 
found rest from their wanderings. 
Now Jews must for the first time 
assimilate to Israel. where we believe 
and hope they have found their home. 

Ihe assimilation of Jews to the 
culture of Israel is one of the greatest 
problems of the State of Israel. And 
the State of Israel has not made it 
easy for them. We are not going to 
regret it now, or td think of turning 
back. God forbid! If Israel had not 
enforced the Hebrew language. the 
language of the Bible. there would be 
no Israel. The language of Israel and 
the revival of Israel are one idea. As 
a work of art is conceived in the 
mind, in the framework of its form, 
so the resurrection of Israel came in 
the form of our resurrected holy 
tongue, Hebrew. Yet the language has 
gone so far that a Jew who comes to 
Israel, who has spent all his life study- 
ing the Scriptures, the Bible, Gemara, 
Midrash, and other sacred books, finds 
very hard to understand a new 
Hebrew book or, worse still, a Hebrew

newspaper. So many new words have 
been admitted, and the new Hebrew 
writers are trying so hard to avoid 
words and expressions from the Bible 
and | am sure many will agree with 
me, that one can now chatter quite 
fluently in the new Hebrew and be an 
Am-Haaretz. A large caste of Am- 
Haaratzim has grown up in Israel. 
Another hindrance is the introduction 


of the Sefardic pronunciation for 
Ashkenazim. The Ashkenazim speak 
Hebrew in the Sefardi manner, but 


they say their prayers in the Ashkenazi 
way. 


But the marriage has been con- 
summated. The child ts already born. 


And we must all harness ourselves to 
the plough. to dig up the soil and to 
plant the earth. so that the fields 
should yield their harvest. to feed us. 
body and spirit 

Israel is today like a kindergarten. 
We have all brought with us our own 
languages, our separate ways and 
customs, manners and behaviour. If 
we keep to our languages Israel will be 
a Babel. Many in Israel now lisp and 
Sstammer the sounds of the new 
language of Israel. They repeat and 
echo them like children. They make 
chirping sounds. But they all hold on 
to each others hands, to keep 
together, like the children from differ- 
ent lands whom I saw tn the kinder- 
garten in Tel: Aviv, 

Almost four hundred thousand 
children and young people attending 
kindergartens and schools, up to the 
Highest grades of educationa! institu- 
tions. belonging to all the. different 
classes and sections of the population. 
from all the corners of the Jewish 
dispersion, those whose families have 
heen settled in Israel for generations, 
the old Yishuv, and those from all the 
succeeding waves of immigration until 
the latest from North Africa, are 
weaving one Tallit which 1s wi«pping 
round and enfolding all Israel. No 
limb is shut out. No soul stands out- 


side the Tabernacle of Redemption, 
which Israel is in our day. 

The children, the young people. 
from the youngest to the oldest, bring 
their language from ‘School to their 
homes, and so shape the new man and 
woman of Israel. They transform the 
whole envirénment. They erase and 
lorget and wipe out the last traces of 
d visions and differences, of all feeling 
of being separate and foreign. The 
are Opening the new chapter in Israel. 

‘Frontiers are obliterated. Old 
customs and habits disappear. A new 
order begins. It is true that the new 
order has not yet taken the form we 
all anticipate , it has not the spiritual 
values which would be the continua- 
tion of our prophetic heritage, and for 
which the world looks to us. But the 
first signs of form and content are 
beginning to shape themselves. We 
already see the first buds plainly. lk 
gives us the assurance that our new 
branches grow from the same ancient 
root that produced the great tree of 


Isracl, whose fruits the nations still 
enjoy today. 
And the children exercise also a 


moral and religious influence on their 
parents. as the following experience | 
had will show. 


| was in a Tel Aviv street which 
bears the name of a quiet, unobtrusive 
religious Jew whom I knew well, when 
| noticed for the first time a sign in 
the window of a butcher's shop: “ Lo 
Kasher.” “ Not Kosher.” I am accus- 
tomed from my childhood to see a 
Kosher sign butchers — shops. 
hacked with the certificate and 
authority of a Rabb: and his trusted 
examiner, vouching for its kashrut. 
Ihe sign I know and that is familiar 
to me is “ Bosor Kosher,” “ Kosher 
Meat.” 

In Tel Aviv for the first time I saw 
sens “Lo Aasher,” “ Not Kosher.” 
I dont know what Treifa Mashgiach 
issues the authority for this sign. But 
it shows that, as _ the whole 


Diaspora, it is necessary for Jews to 
proclaim with Jewish signs that it is 
an exception im the countries where 
they live, something special for the 
Jewish minority; the exception § in 
Israel is “ Not Kosher.” “ Lo Kasher.”’ 

All the same, when I saw the pig's 
fat in the window of this shop in Tel 
Aviv it made me feel sick. 


I am used as an American Jew to 
what is known as Kosher-style 
food. We are not so squeamish in 
America about that form of pig's 
meat which is called ham Ham 
and eggs is not considered pig's 
meat in America. I have met more 
than one “Rabbi” in a Kosher- 
Style hotel in Miami or the 
Catskills having “ham and eggs” for 
breakfast. i was present myself when 
one of them complained in a “ Kosher- 
style “ hotel because they were serving 
butter with * ham and eggs.” He didn’t 
mind the ham and eggs ; that dish has 
come to be accepted almost as has 
“ kosher chicken.” 

But when American Jews come to 
Isracl. for our dollars to the United 
Jewish Appeal we want the Jews of 
Israel to keep the Sabbath strictly, for 
our sakes, and to observe kashrut 
punctiliously. to make good for all the 
treita eaten in the Kosher-style 
restaurants. Thev expect the Jew in 
Israel to be their “ Kosher Jew “for 
their sakes-—-a sort of Shabbos Goy 
inn reverse 

So perhaps | shou'd not have been 
sO sensitive about the pig's fat in the 
window of this Tel Aviv Lo AKasher 
butcher's shop. But there are different 
kinds of pig There is a pig that I 
call a “Hitler pig.” It is a specific 
German pig. for which a certain type 
of German Jew, if you~ will forgive 
me. seems to have a peculiar appetite. 
It is of a shiny, fatty white, which 
makes you think when you look af it 
of all the garbage-heaps in which the 
pig wallowed and fed. It made my 
gorge rise, with all the loathing and 
abhorrence of treifa that les deep in 
our Jewish nature, as | stood there in 
the street mm Tel Aviv that ts named 
after a rehgious Jew, looking at the 
window of the “ Lo Kasher”™ butcher's 
shop. 


Every time I went through that 
street alterwards I tried to avond seeing 
it; mt disgusted me so much. But one 
day as | passed I saw something that 
held my attention. There was a small 
boy there, wearing a Kappel. with the 
word Jerusalem embroidered on it. 
and he was pointing at something in a 
book, showing it to his mother and to 
his father. who stood behind the 
counter, on which lay hams and sides 
of bacon, pork sausages, and pork 
liver Ihe fathers face. his fat 
cheeks and thick lips heamed with 
paternal pride 

I went in. I wanted to ask what it 
was all about. I found the boy had 
just come home from the Beth-Sefer. 
where his class had started learning 

Bereshit.” He had brought the 
( humash they used at school It had 
iiustrations by Doré. and he had been 
showing his parents the picture of the 
destruction of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
and reading them the story im the 
Chumash of how they had been pun- 
ished for their sins. The father and 
mother were delighted with their sons 
scholarship Ihe father told me 
proudly what the boy had Been sayine 
about the destruction of Sodom and 
Gsomorrah. 


I drew the father aside, and asked 
him what he would do when the boy 
got to those passages in his Chumash 
where swines flesh is forbidden 
“ The swine, he is unclean to you. Of 
their flesh you shall not eat.” ~ What 
will you say,” I asked him. “ when he. 
tells you of the punishment that over- 
takes the sinner. as he has shown it to 
you in the picture of the destruction 
of Sodom and Gomorrah?” 

“Tt keeps me awake at nighis.” he 


answered in German ~The boy is 
religious He takes these things 
seriously. My wife and I have decided 


to sell this shop, and to start a kosher 
business.” 
He bent closer to me. and whispered 


in my ear: “I feel ashamed, looking 
at the boy. He doesn't know yet that 
this meat isnt kosher My wile is 


worried that he will refuse to eat at 
home when he finds out.”

Adventure 


In Shatnes 


By EMILE MARMORSTEIN 


EARLY four years ago, 

three eager young men sat 

around a table discussing 
aS young men have always been 
inclined to discuss--the remedy for 
the world. But this was a discus- 
sion with a difference. It was con- 
cerned not with a new system for 
the improvement of mankind 
through the redistribution of wealth, 
but with the world of human 
beings with Divine souls and earthly 
appetites, with the purification of 
the community through the loving 
acceptance and fulfilment of the 
Divine commandments, and with 
the ways and means by which this 
can be achieved. 

Perhaps because one of the trio had 
studied textile chemistry, the conver- 
sation turned to the prohibition of a 
combination of woo} and linen in any 
garment (Lev. xix, 19, and Deut. xan. 
ti), and to the paradoxical fact that 
although this prohibition, which is 
known as shatnes, is of.the same 
degree of severity as that forbidding 
pork, it is nevertheless neglected to 
a far greater extent. 


Explaining the Motives 


They went on to deal with the prob- 
lem methodically. The prohibition 1s, 
of course, a PR ie., a statute for 
which no reason is given in the Torah. 
Nevertheless, some of the great figures 
of the past have sought tentative 
explanations of the motives underlying 
it. Maimonides had connected the 
forbidden practice with the Torah's 
campaign against idolatrous supersti- 
tions. while to Nachmanides the pro- 
hibition of a mixture of an anima! 
product a vegetable product 
symbolised the danger of deviation 
from the appointed order of things. 

Then they turned to the works of 
the moralists. The late and lamented 


Rabbi Dessler whose spirit 
continues to pervade the thought of 


Crateshead, was quoted by one of the 
participants. Linen, the strong, cold 
fibre, was characteristic of the firm, 
systematic and judicial elements in the 
make-up of human personality, while 
wool], which soft, resilent,. and 
warming. represents the qualities of 
ienderness. sympathy, tolerance, and 
readiness to compromise. The prohibi- 
lion symbolises the importance of 
using each of these sides of human 
nature at the appropr ate time and the 
danger of fusing them when enher 
firmness Or compromise alone is 
demanded by the problem of the hour. 


Non-kasher Clothing 

However. the aim of the discussion 
was not an academic one. In Judaism 
learning and teaching are preludes to 
observance and fulfilment. Theory 
led to practice, and under the guid- 
ance of the textile chemist progress 
was made in the technique of investi- 
gahion. [hey began by examining 
their own clothes and then went on 
to examine those of some of their 
feilow-students, with astonishing 
results. To their dismay they. found 
shatnes in most of these articles of 
clothing. in spite of the fact that their 
owners had one and all insisted on 
kashrut when placing their orders. In 
some cases the fault was due to Care- 
lessness, in others to ignorance ; 
hecause with the advances in the tex- 
tile industry complications have set in 
and many new materials that would 
appear to be free of linen do in fact 
contain it. 

These young men now borrowed 
the microscope of the doctor who 
attends to the Yeshiva students, and 
set up their first laboratory; they 
wrote to an American shatnes labora- 
tory for advice, trained assistants, and 
perfected their technique so that i 
became possible to examine a jacket 
in 38 places through only two small 
openings at the connection of the inner 
lining with the suiting, withqut damag- 
ing the garment in any way. 

Soon three shatnes jaboratones were 
working in Gateshead, London, and 
Manchester, respectively. They are 


staffed by volunteers working without 
remuneration. The accuracy of their 
work has been recognised by the trade. 
In all cases where their verdicts were 
challenged by tailoring firms, they 
submitted samples to the textile insti- 
tutes in Bradford and St. Gallen 
(Switzerland), and their analyses have 
been upheld by the leading authorities 
on the subject, 

Nor have inquiries been limited to 
this country. Samp'es taken on 
detailed instructions have been arriv- 
ing at the laboratories not only from 
every country in Western Europe, but 
even from Israe). Morocco, and South 
Africa. One of the effects of all this 
activity and of- the guidance given to 
the trade has been greater vigilance 
on the part of tailoring firms, with a 
consequemt decline in the percentage 
of suits containing shatnes from 90 per 
cent of kosher” suits. examined 
at the beginning to a very much lower 
figure. At the time of writing over 
S000 garments have been examined 
by the laboratories and resewn by 
expert tailors, 


Co-operation by the Trade 


Finally--and fairly recently-—the 
presence in Gateshead of one of the 
factories of a very Jarge firm with 
branches all over the country led to 
an even more ambrious scheme. On 
the intervention of the Chef Rabbi the 
company agreed to submit all kasher- 
made clothing straight from the fac- 
tory to the Gateshead laboratory ; and 
now observamt Jews receive their new 
clothes packed and sealed “like a 
piece of meat.” as one of the rabbis 
described the arrival of his new 
summer overcoat. 

Speaking from a personal point of 
view, I feel compelled to testify to 
the inspiration which I have derived 


from the initiative of these young 
men. Their devotion to the task of 
enabling their fellow-Jews meticu- 


lously to carry out this Divine precept 
reveals the strength of a believing, 
creative minorty armed with the only 
kind of discipline that can endure, the

BETH DIN ADVERTISEMENT ATTACKED 
Minister Calls it “ Religion Run Riot” 


From our Correspondent 


“Rel gion run riot” was the 
description by Rabbi P. Selvin Gold- 
berg. in his sermon last Sabbath, of 
a Satemem issued by the Manchester 
Beth Din. 


Rabbi Goldberg, minister of the Con- 
gregation of Britush Jews, referred to an 
advertisement published by the Clerk on 
behalf of the Manchester Beth Din in the 
local Jewish press, It stated that a gather- 
ing which was shortly to take place in 
Manchester was not under the super- 
vision of the Beth Din and, therefore. 
the Beth Din could not be responsible 
for tts kashrut. 

“ The function referred to,” said the 
rabbi, “is a wedding celebration, where 
a fish meal is being served by a Jewish 
caterer who does not happen to hold the 
licence of the Manchester Beth Din. I 
speak as one of those who firmly believe 
that if at any public function where Jews 
are present the susceptibilities of even 
one person will be ended by certain 
laws not being scrupulously maintained, 
then it is incumbent on those responsible 
to fulfil those laws. At the same time, 


1 believe that it is the individual who 
must satisfy his own conscience as to 
whether he can or cannot eat the food 
provided ai any particular function. 

“ In relationship to this announcement, 
therefore, we have let the lowest ebb of 
religion run riot. Here is an attempt by 
a body to interfere with the liberty of 
an mdrividual and at the same time to 
set itself up as a vicarious preserver of 
people's consciences.” 

Rabhi Goldberg said that in the ser- 
mon in the last issue of THe Jewtsu 
CHRONICLE it was asked what good there 
was in performing actions which had no 
spirttual motivation behind them. This, 
he felt. was a question which might well 
he directed to those responsible for this 
“amazing development.” 

“ Surely.” he went on, “ the correct 
procedure is for them to create in the 
hearts and minds of their followers warm, 
pulsating love for these observances, and 
not for them to be forced from on top. 
Dictatorship docs not cease to be one 
whit the less baneful because it is prac- 
used under the name of religion, and 
unless the community realises the dangers 
inherent in this new development then 
the result will be even larger intrusions 
into the private lives of individual Jews.”

THE BLIND MAN 
By AUNTIE 


ROM your many requests I know 
Fina you ali love storics. so today 

1 am telling you story of a 
blind man. This man was unfor- 
tunately blind from birth, but, as is 
often the case, he was gifted in so 
many ways that he was not a burden 
to anyone. He found that he could 
earn his living by using one of his 
faculties ; he was particularly blessed 
in the gift of hearing and could hear 
more than the average person. 

He had a love for walking in the 
woods and, although he was unable to 
see any of the animals, he trained 
himself to know when they were 
about and, by careful listening, h 
began to know their hiding haunts. 
This knowledge was most useful to 
hunters and to all those who made a 
study of the habits of birds and beasts. 
and mm this way the blind man was 
able to earn a living, as people paid 
well for his accurate information 


The Hiding Place 


But he knew that the day must 
come when he would -no longer be 
able to earn a living, and, being a wise 
man, he began to set aside for his old 
age He only used the mone, 
necessary for his simple wants and. 
coin by coin, he put aside all the 
money he could spare. But the 
question arose where could he keep 
the money safely ? As he was out 
the greater part of the day, he did not 
want to leave it jn his cottage. But 


he was-well acquainted with the 
woods and he knew a lonely spot 
where few, if any, people besides 


himself came. Here he found a place 
to bury the money. 

One day. he put his 500 coins into 
a leather bag and went out to dig a 
hole m the secluded spot. He then 
buried the bag jn the earth and care- 
fully stamped the ground down 
again. 

Unfortunately, the blind man had a 
neighbour who was jealous of him and 
envied him his gifts. When the 
neighbour saw him go out with a 
leather bag in his hand, he silently 
followed. His astonishme.t was great 
when he saw the blind man dig a hole, 
bury his leather bag in the ground, and 
go away. The neighbour remained 
still and silent until the blind man had 
gone home. Then his curiosity got 
the better of him, and he dug up the 
earth, took out the bag, and carried it 
home with him. 

Later on, the blind man_ thought 
that he had better find out whethe: 
the buried money was still safe, and 
he went to the spot and dug around. 
He was horrified to find no bag and 
was deeply distressed. He thought of 
each of his neighbours in turn, and 
came to the conclusion that there was 
only one who could be so mean as to 
take advantage of a blind man. 
Telling no one of the theft, he set his 
mind on a plan to catch the thief. 


Avarice Outwitted 


Early the next morning. he called 
on his neighbour to ask his advice. 
“Good friend,” he said, “some time 
azo | had some money that I had 
managed to save and preferred not to 
keep it in the house as I am out so 
often all the day. I therefore buried 
it in what I believed to be a safe spot 
in the woods. Now I have saved some 
more money. I want you to advise 
me whether it is better to bury it in 
the same place in the woods or to ask 
some man to keep it for me?” 

Ihe jealous neighbour thought that 
he would have an opportunity of 
obtaining the second bag of money as 
well. so he advised him, “ No doubt, 
my friend, the money its as safe in the 
woods as anywhere else. If 1 were 
you. | would place it next to the last 
lot.”

The blind man gave him time and 
then went to the spot and found that 
the original bag had been restored to 
its place; so he took it away with 
him and, as he passed his neighbour. 
he said: “ You know that sometimes 
a blind man can see better than he 
that hath two eyes.”

OT long ago I was given a 

fascinating new book,.* an 

anthology of quotations, 
stories, letters, and memoirs, dealing 
with the subject of the Jewish 
mother, and it set me wondering 
if throughout our history there had 
been any one quality-——quintessence, 
as it were, of Jewish motherhood 
any one maternal characteristic 
that could link not only the Jewish 
mothers of different countries but 
also those of different periods.

Capital punishment as the maximum 
penalty for treason in time of war is
